It shall not be lawful for 
any railroad to bring any passenger, 
ba<r.irage, freight or other article in- 
to The City of Hickman from any 
pLice where there is yellow Sever. 

Skc. 4. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be subject to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars to he re- 
covered bvM arrant before the City 
' Court of Hickman, 
j Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of 
I the City Marshal to prevent any 
violations of this ordinance, and if 
necessary to execute the same, or 
prevent its violation in any of its 
provisions, he may summons to his 
aid all the* male citizens of the city.
